This 
is the principal part of the home^milita- 
ry proposition.

Roster of Department Officers Issued 


From State Headquarters. 


CONCORD, April 26— A. booklet of in- 
ereat to members of the Grand Army 
was issued from the department head- 
[aarters in the state house. 
It is for 


he jear 1901 and ia printed for the de- 
tartment. It contains a roster of the 
lepartment officers, official staff, reprea- 
mtatives and alternates to the thirty- 
ifth national encanupment, national of- 
ficers, national officers from department 
•of New Hampshire, past officers, roster 
of the posts, with name and location, 
commander, postoffice address and time 
of meeting. The booklet is neat in ap- 
>earance and gives tbe following infor- 
mation for officers of posts: 


"The'chief difficulty that the depart- 


ment officers have to contend with is 
she carelessness and negligence of a few 
)ost officers about their semi-annual 
returns. 


"The rules and regulations provide 


.hat the poet commander shall make 
annual returns (consolidated forms A 
and B) to tbe assistant adjutant-general, 
showing ihe condition of his post, on 
the first dajs of January and July. 
If uch annoyance and anxiety will be 
prevented if the commander will cause 
these reports to be made tip all ready 
lor forwarding to headquarters at the 
lose of business on the evening of the 
.ast meetings in the months of June and 
December, and thus avoid the delay 
that must inevitably follow a violation 
of this important requirement. 


"The *post commander is held re- 


iponsible for the accuracy of these 
semi annual returns, and should tcrut - 
iniz3 them carefully before he signs 
them, and thus save the otherwise un- 
avoidable delay caused by returning 
same lor correction. 


"Blanks will be famished from de- 


partment headquarters for the reports 
of post surgeons, and poet commanders 
are expected to see that these reports 
are properly*-made and forwarded to 
tho medical director at the end of the 
year and at the same time the adjutant 
and quartermaster make their report*.

POSTAL INFORMATION. 


New Mail Regulations Relative to 


the Country's New Possessions. 


The new mail regulations relative to 


tbe island possessions of tbe United 
States, to Cuba and the military and 
naval seivice as piomnlgated in order 
No. 395, issued Ma»ch 30, 1901, are 
given in the April Postal Guide. 
By 


these regulations all mail matter origi 
nating in tbe United States and des- 
tined to Cuba or any of the island pos- 
sessions is made subject to the United 
States domestic classification, condi- 
tions and rates of postage; and that ell 
mail matter originating in tbe islands or 
Cuba, for transmission to the United 
States or from one to another of the 
islands is also subject to this classifica- 
tion, Hawaii and Porto Rico are in- 
cluded in the term, "United States," 
while Guam, Tutuila and the Philip 
pine archipelago are designated by the 
term "island possessions." 


United States postage stamps »re 


valid for payment of postage in the 
islands and tbe overprinted postage 
stamps of tbe island possessions will be 
accepted in payment of postage wherev 
er United States stamps are valid. 


Letters sent by soldiers, sailors and 


marines in the United States service in 
Cuba, Guam and the other islands, ad- 
dressed to places in the United States, 
when indorsed "Soldier's letter," "Sail- 
or's letter,"or "Marina's letter," may 
be dispatched to destination without 
prepayment of postage, and only the 
single rate of postage shall be collected 
on delivery.

Six Hundred la*mrf**t» Still Out, 
Xatiie» Fire on C»tb«loK«n Before 
Arrival of Coinmiacioa There. 
Manila, April 25.—One hundred and 


fifteen insurgent officers and 2.157 bolo- 
men surrendered to the Americans at 
Marvacan on April 22. They also pre- 
sented rolls of membership which 
showed that the secret organization 
known as the Katipunan society exist- 
ed in all barrios. 


The Philippine commission left the 


island of Saniar without organizing 
civil government. There are said to be 
600 insurgents, with rifles, still out 
there. 
Seven companies of the First 


infantry and one light battery are gar- 
risoning 1 of the 40 towns. The com- 
mission met representatives of the sev- 
en towns, who asked that the Ameri- 
cans garrison the remaining 33. The 
commission promised to ask for an in- 
creased military force on its return to 
Manila. 


The insurgents fired from the hills 


into Catbalogan Tuesday before the ar- 
rival of the commission at that place. 
The firing caused no damage, and 
troops went out yesterday morning to 
disperse the reb€-ls.

The managers had fdven notice that 


they would start up their Canal street 
mill. In the morning when the mill 
was opened ten of the girl strikers re- 
turned to work. As soon as their deser- 
tion became known ^00 of the strikers 
gathered about tbe mill and became so 
noisy and threatening that the police 
were called by the mill managers. A 
squad was se'ii. but its appearance on- 
ly increased the turmoil. 


The girls refused to leave the vicinity 


of the mil!, and when the police tried 
to force them to do so they fought 
fiercely. During the struggle one of the 
girls was pushed into the canal and 
had to be fished out by the police. Sev- 
eral of the women had their dresses al- 
most torn from their backs. The police 
succeeded finally in scattering the 
crowd. The managers of the mill then 
decided that it would be best to discon- 
tinue operations, anil at noon the mill 
was shut down.
